San Antonio, Tex., 
Because of the activity of alleged 
revolutionists along the Texas-~Mexican 
border, especially in the vicinity of 
Laredo, Troop L, Third United States 
cavalry, under Captain G. B. Conly, 
has been ordere@ to that point for pa- 
trol duty. The troop is now at Leon 
Springs. It will march into San An- 
tonio tomorrow morning and entrain 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
redo. Other troops may follow. 

General Bernardo Reyes, arrested 
yesterday upon a federal grand jury 
indictment charging conspiracy against 
a friendly nation, will tomorrow ap- 
pear before Uniteq States Commis- 
sioner Edwards and make another 
bond for his appearance at the next 
term of federal court. The general 
maintained his innocence of the charge 
and expresses confidence in the out- 
come. His son, Rodolfe Reyes, left 
tonight for Laredo to look after his 
father’s interests there. 


Another Arrest Made, 


Laredo, Tex., November 19.—<A fifth 
of a series of arrests of prominent 
Mexicans charging conspiracy against 
a frienuiy government was made this 
afternoon when Juan Meriga, formerly 
a captain in the Mexican cavalry, wage 
taken into custody by United States 
marshals. 

Meriga is said to have made a con- 
fession regarding the alleged revolu- 
tionary plot said to have been led by 
Genera! Bernardo Reyes, commander- 
in-chief of the Mexican. army under 
Diaz, who together with three others, 
Was arrested yesterday, the former at 
San Antonio, the three latter at Laredo. 

Meriga is-said to have told the offi- 
cials that he has been engaged in 
securing horses, arms and ammunition, 
a considerable amount of which has 
already been sent into.

Washington, November 19.—The ar- 
rest of General Bernardo Reyes by 
United States authorities at San An- 
tonio for violation’ of the neutrality 
laws is exactly in line with the policy 
of this government to stamp out revo- 
lutionary activities against Mexico in 
United States territory, according to 
Secretary of State Knox. 

“The arrest of General Reyes was 
not requested by the Mexican govern- 
ment,” .said Secretary Knox today. 
“The policy of this government has 
not changed: one iota since the inau- 
guration of Madero. So far as the 
United States igs concerned, the situa- 
tion today is identical with that exist-

Every sug- 
gestion for abdication is accompanied 
by promises of protectién and ample 
pension.~ 

It is reported tonight 
mier. has ordered a renewed attack 
upon Han-Yang and Wu-Chang If 
this is true it signifies his choice.

Most Important Week of the 
Convention Has: Arived. 


Fight May Come Before Con- 


vention Closes on President 
Gompers as Result of Activ- 
ity of the Socialist Mem- 
bers of Federation. : 


With the opening of the first ses- 
sion at 9:30 Meagallgarte 2 pA the 
American Federation of Labdor will be- 
gin the last @ng the most importgnt 
week of its two weeks’ convention. 

The first week was devoted largely 
to perfecting “organization, the ap- 
pointment of committees and other 
routine details, and practically all of 
the week was spent by the committees 
in formulating reports upon the va- 
rious matters referred to them, 

The committees, or the most of them, 
have practically completed their work 
and will begin making reports Monday, 
Ang with the submission of these re- 
ports the convention is expected to 
become exceedingly lively. 

Fight on President Gompers. 

It has been reparted that the social- 
ist members of the convention will 
this week renew their fight on Presi- 
dent Gompers, but officials of the con- 
vention take little stock in these re- 
ports and are confident that even if 
a fight is made it will amount to 
very little. 

The exact number of socialist dele- 
gates in the convention is not known. 
It has been estimated that 2,500 votes 
are representeq by them out of a total 
of 15,000 votes in the convention. 

It is probable the resolutions com- 
mittee will submit its report Monday 
on the resolution calling upon Presi- 
dent Gompers and other labor officials 
who are connected with the National: 
Civic Federation to sever their connec-

Dr. Oscaf L. Lyndon, a graduate of 
the University of Georgia and a well- 
snown physician of Athens, Ga., drop- 
ped dead early Sunday morning in front 
sf the Piedmont hotel. 

A slight gash had been inflicted over 
ithe right eye and an abrasion just 
over it on the forehead. However, a 
thorough medical examination proved 
that he had died from heart-failure, 
having been afflicted for several years 
with heart disease. 

A great body of Tech and Georgia 
students and citizens thronged the 
scene directly after the tragedy. Police 
headquarters were notified, and two 
call men dispatched immediately. When 
the officers arrived the body was sur- 
rounded by young and old men, many 
of whom were crying and sobbing. 

On the left sleeve of his overcoat the 
dead man wore a “U. of G.” band, 

Dr. H. I. Batty, a former schoolmate 
of Dr. Lyndon’s, came on the scene, ana 
was the first to make a superficial ex- 
amination. No wounds other than the 
abrasion and cut over the eye could be 
found, and Dr. Batty pronounced the 
cause as heart-failure. 

A. T. Small Is Freed. 

A. T. Small, of Macon, a university 
student, was arrested on the scene of 
the tragetly, the police believing Lyn- 
don’s death might have been received 
in a fight. A spot of blood was on his 
eyeglasses. Small could not account 
for the presence of the blood, but stout- 
ly denied any knowledge of the trag- 
edy. He was taken to police ahead- 
quarters and closely questioned. Two 
hours after his arrest he was freed. It 
developed that he had gotten the blood 
on his glasses several hours preceding 
the death of Dr. Lyndon. 

The dead physician resided in Ath- 
ens, where he had established un excel-' 
lent practice. He was well known 
throughout the state, and was formerly 
a resident of Atlanta. He was in the 
city attending the Georgia-Tech foot-' 
ball game, and had stated his inten-| 
tions of leaving for Athens Sunday} 
afternoon. —

CONFERENCE APPOINTMENTS 


' North 


“To contemplate the lawlessness thus 
described fills us with alarm, for we 
foresee that, unless these and other 
laws be enforced, and unless we be 
speedily delivered from the rule of men 
in city, county and general government 
who wink at this lawlessness and take 
criminal toil from an unlawful traffic, 
disorder, license and anarchy must 
come upon these lands, both as a fruit 
and a penalty of our crime. 

' “With this understanding of the 
facts and ethics of the present situa- 
tion, the duty of this body, as one of 
the chief religious organizations of 
Georgia, is plain. This duty becomes 
a personal obligation and commission 
laid upon every minister and layman 
within the jurisdiction of this confer- 
ence. Our ministers, both in their pri- 
vate conversation ang pulpit m nistra- 
tions, should feel obliged to use every 
reasonable and proper argument to se- 
cure enforcement, of these wholesome 
laws, and promote respect for a!l prop- 
erly constituted authority. Our lay- 
men should use both th@ power rep- 
resenteq in their ballot, and their 
personal business and social influence 
to secure this needed and all-important 
end, doing all things both as citizens 
of these earthly principalities and as 
citizens of the Kingdom of Christ. 

Precedent of General Conference. 

“In these demands we have the high 
precedent of the general conference of 
our church, which has put itself upon 
record as favoring, in an unqualified 
sense, the prehibition of the lNquor 


) traffic, both as a state and nation-wide 


measure. The same august body de- 
manded, in terms no less strong than 
these we now' employ, the enforce- 
ment of this statute, and laid obliga- 
tion thereto upon the constituency of 
the entire connection. We therefore 
insist that’ the membership of the 
church in this conference act in a 
unity of sentiment ang deed in 
present crisis. Selfish and designing 
men have conspired to arrest the pro- 


the’ 


gress, and defeat the ends, of prohibi-, 


tion so happily begun in Georgia. The 
hour is big. with possibilities of good 
and evil for the cause of righteous- 
ness and temperante. Our people must 
not falter. No man in the coming con- 
test should be supported for public of- 
fice, high or’low, whose pledges and 
utterances concerning the improve- 
ment and the immedlate and constant 
enforcement of our prohibition stat- 
utes carry a suggestion of doubt or 
ambiguity. 

“Not only do we demand the main- 
tenance of our present strong statute 
on prohibition and the early enact- 
ment of the Tippins bill, or a similar 
measure, so as to destroy every ves- 
tige of the so-called near beer li- 
cense bill, but we demand of our rep- 
resentatives in the national congress 
that they use all diligence to secure 
the passage, at the coming sesion of 
congress, of a measure protecting all 
dry territory against interstate ship- 
ment of ajcoholic beverages in any 
quantity whatsoever. 

We denounce as culpable and re- 
prehensible, to the last degree, the ac- 
tions of those city governments in 
Georgia which have put a high license 
vunon the sale of near beer with the too 
evident purpose of facilitating and pro- 
tecting the sale of whiskey, beer and 
other intoxteating liquors; and we 
denounce with an earnestness, which 
no language can quite express, the ac- 
tion of these same city governments 
in quietly permitting these licensed 
Places to deluge contiguous territories 
with their vile wave, in’ defiance of the 
state iaws and in utter disregard of the 
protests of 
elements of the said cities. These city 
governments, too often with the con- 
nivance of county and local state of- 
ficials, have thus maintained in the 
cities wnose affairs they administer an 
army of lawless beer and. whiskey 
venders, mostly aliens, the effect of 
whose business has been to double and 
quadruple the criminal lists of local 
courts, beget every conceivable kind 
of debauchery and gambling, and stim- 
ulate perjury and subordination to 
such an extentt that judcal inquries 
have become a jest, and the virdicts 
of juries, in such cases, the concoctions

Attorney General Wickersham was 
not very much disturbel by the state- 
ment issued by Governor James H. 
Hawley, of Idaho, criticising the presi- 
dent and the department of j stice on 
account of the action of the president 
in granting a pardon to Clarence W. 
Robnett, bookkeeper in the Liwis on 
National bank of lL-ewiston, Idaho. 
was convicted of embezzling 
the funds of the bank and was sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment, but 
he has not served any cf his s*ntence. 
The governor denounced the pardon as 
likely to bring “fustice into disrepute 
and weaken the courts in the estima- 
tion of our people.” The, attorney 
general explained that the pardon was 
arranged by telegraph betw en Wash- 
ington and Idaho. In all such cases, 
he said, it was necessary to rely on 
some one implicated in the affair to 
furnish the testimony. necessary to 
vonvict the others. The gov r’' ment 
Was not anxious to enter into such ne- 
gotiations, but it thought it beiter to 
make terms with one of the par.ici- 
pants in the crime and conv'ct the 
others, than to allow all to escape for 
want of evidence on which to convict. 
It was also stated that the evidence 
tended to show that Rob-ett was the 
tool of other men in the affair, that he 
did not benefit finarci lly by his 
crime, and that the great r reszonsi- 
bility for the crime lay with others. 


Progress in.Negro Education. 
The aroused attitude of the southern 
church to its duties and possibilities in 
the training of the colored people is a 
hopeful sign. Some of the most signifi- 
cant work in relation to the negro 
question today is being done in the 
Young Men’s Christian Associations 
and other organizations in white 
southern colleges by well-trained, 
broad-minded, Christian young men. 
And the following from The Louisville 
Courier-Journal is suggestive of the 
attitude of the best southern press: 
“The whites cannot prosper if the 
blacks languish. We are, whites and 
blacks, In the same boat, and we must 
sit fair and row steady if we expect 
to be happy and to make progress.” 
Concrete examples of progress are 
not wanting. Bettér supervision for all 
the schools is rapidly coming to the 
south. In Virginia a special state su- 
pervisor of colored schools as an as- 
sistant to the superintendent of public 
instruction has been appointed. And 
already the helpful influence of his 
work is being felt in colored schools 
all over the state. In many sections 
school authorities are seeking how to 
increase the interest of both the white 
and colored people in the negro schools. 
And almost invariably, wherever the 
colored people come with substantial 
contributions toward the betterment 
of their schools, the school officials and 
private white citizens have met them 
with extra appropriations and helpful

Express Agent Is Held Up and 
Thousands of Dollars 
Secured.

DR. ELLENWOOD SCORES 
GEORGIA CONVICT CAMPS 


Introducing his sermon with a review 
of the horrors being perpetrated in 
the present war between Turkey and 
Italy, Rev. E. Dean Ellenwood, pastor 
of the First Universalist church, last 
night strongly impressed his audience 
with his denunciation of brutalities 
universally, laying particular’ stress 
upon the conditions in convict camps 
in Georgia. , : 

“We should not be too ready to 
condemn the barbarities of our neigh- 
bors abroad,” said Rev. Eilenwood, 
“but let us sweep before our own 
doors and have a iook at certain con- 
ditions in our commonweaith, which 
ery aioud for redress and reform. The 
senseless and degrading  brutalities 
practiced day after day in Georgia 
convict camps condemn us before the 
judgment bar of twentieth century civ- 
ilization, and are mournful reminders 
that practical realization. of the ideals 
of Jesus is still but a beautiful dream 
on the far distant horizon of our 
hopes. 

“In these convict camps, popularly 
supposed to be places of reformation, 
but in actual practice, places where the 
offender against society is still further

criminalized, men are chained togeth-: 


er like wild beasts at night and are 
frequently flogged for the _ slightest 
acts of insubordination by the direc- 
tion of inorant and prejudiced uards, 

“Men who are not able to Keep pace 
with their stronger fellows are flog- 
ged constantly for their failure and 
inability. Such system tears away the 
slightest remnant of self-respect and 
pride, and instead of turning its freed 
prisoners aloose with a feeling of hope, 
its liberty-given inmates leave the 
camps as degenerates and parasites to 
society.”

Improved Imp!ements and Methods on the Farm 


NO. 11—HARVESTING THE CORN CROP. 


ae 


The recent great revival of interest in the production of corn in the 
south—now going on to high tide—is one of the important agricultural signs . 
of the times. The present slump in the market price of cotton strikingly 
accentuates the “ups-and-downs” commercial history of that great staple 
crop and tends to magnify the importance of the corn crop. But a small 
fraction of one per cent of the annual cotton crop--practically a negligible 
quantity—is used at home by the farmer or enters into any other market- 
able product. The whole crop must be thrown upon the tender mercies of 
the domestic and foreign markets, in which the interests of the producers 
receive no consideration whatever. On the contrary, the corn crop sup 
plies bread for the producer, food for his work animals, fattening food for his 
beef cattle and hogs, milk and butter-producing food for his milch cows, raw 
material for the starch and glucose factory and the fundamental for the 
| distiller. It is a crop that has so many and varied uses and so many and 
diverse buyers that it is practically impossible to control its price except by 


‘the law of “supply and demand.” 

| It is a fact that the area devoted to corn in the south is increasing more 
rapidly than is that devoted to cotton, or, perhaps, to any other crop, except 
possibly oats, which is well—and the rate of yield per acre is slowly increas- 


ing. In view of these facts it is well to inquire whether we are “making the 
most” of the corn crop by utilizing it to the greatest advantage and profit. 

Ensiloring Corn.—In No. 10 of this series the utilization of the corn 
crop by means of the silo has already been considered, and interested read- 
ers are referred to that article (The Constitution of November 13, 1911), and 
we will proceed to discuss other and more enlarged methods. 

“Pulling Fodder.” 1 was about to use as a side-head “The Method of 
Our Daddies,” but “pulling fodder” is the first and most significant step, 
in that “ancient and honorable” practice, it may serve better as a compre- 
hensive title. From time immemorial our fathers and grandfathers have 
shown very little appreciation of Lay made from grasses, but a very high 
regard for what we have always called “fodder”’—the sun-cured blades of 
| Indian corn. It is cheerfully admitted that there are very few grass hays 
‘that are better, more nutritious and palatable, than well-cured, sweet fod- 
| der; a clean, sweet-smelling product, free from sticks and stones, weeds and 
| briars, dirt and “dodder.” But what a costly product, not in its growing, but 
{in its gathering and handling, its toil of sweat and labor to the tune of 

“great cry and little wool,” a shearing of swine for the blanket factory. 
‘Cured fodder “is good, what there is of it,” and that’s about all there is to 
it. On the other hand, there are a number of objections to the practice: 
(1) It is wasteful of labor. (2) It is often very damaging to the grain. (3) 
It confirms the habit of providing cured forage (hay) for the work anfmals 
cate. ae the supply for this purpose is often very short. These objections 
“go without saying” and will not be considered in detail. 

Cutting and Curing in Shock.—If pulling fodder be done away with, the 
most convenient, logical and economical method will be the cutting down 
of the corn stalks at the proper stage and curing stalks, blades and ears in 
the shock. This is the prevailing method all over the east and west, ex- 
cepting some sections where the crop is “hogged down”—a rather primitive, 
|almost savage practice. The advantages in favor of this plan are several 
-and the arguments in support of them are practically unanswerable. The 
cotton farmers, however, notoriously conservative, slow to change, have 
adopted it to a very limited extent, and some of these converts have back- 
slidden and gone back to the old method “pulling fodder,” “like the sow to its 
wallow.” 

Objections Considered.—(1) About the first is that the cutting down of 
the stalk at the time and at the stage advised causes a loss, both in quality 
and quantity of the grain. This excuse—for that’s what it amounts to— 
is most stoutly urged by those who have had little experience, and often 
none at all, and in the face of the well known and approved practice of har- 
vesting wheat and other grain while still in the “dough” stage; the digging 
of potatoes when the vines are yet alive, and the gathering and shipping of 
many kinds of fruits before they have fully ripened. 

(2) Another objection is that the cured and shredded stover is not suf 
ficiently nutritious and palatable to justify the expense involved. 

(3) Still another is that the corn, both ears and stalks, is liable to rot, 
more or less in the shocks. 

Let us consider these objections in their totality rather than in detail. 

While the writer was in charge of the Georgia Experiment station he 
instituted an investigation (1895) to find out the merits and value of the 
so-called shredded corn stover—the entire stalk less the ears only, cut, 
cured and shredded—as feed for horses, mules and cattle. The following are 
some of the detailed facts as ascertained by actual weighing and the most 
painstaking accuracy: 

In a given section of corn there were 52 rows, 168 feet long, all fertilized 
and cultivated exactly alike. Commencing with the first row in every 
third row the stalks were left untouched until the ears were dry enough 
with the second row in every third row the 
‘blades were entirely stripped on August 20 and cured as fodder in the cus- 
tomary way. The remaining stalks were cut down on the same day and 
put into shocks of about 130 stalks. When the ears on these stalks were 
judged to be sufficiently dry for the crib they were shucked and weighed, 
the shucks remaining attached to the then thoroughly dry stalks and at the 
same time these stalks, including blades and shucks, were also weighed, 
The shelled corn was valued at 50 cents per bushel, the cured blades (“fod- 
der’) at 50 cents per hundred pounds, and the entire stalks, less the ears 
(“stover’) at 40 cents per hundred pounds. These valuations were then 
considered as approximately and relatively correct and served to enable a 
comparison to be made between the economic results of the three methods 
as set forth in the following table:

(1) The table shows that there was practically no difference between 
the yields per acre of shelled corn. 

(2) The rows that were left untouched on the stalks until dry yielded 
| $4.4 bushels of shelled corn per acre, worth $17.10. 

(3) The rows from which the fodder was pulled in the customary way 
gave a yield of 34.2 bushels of corn and 713 pounds of cured fodder per acre, 
worth together $20.66. 
| (4) The remaining rows, of which the stalks were cut and shocked, 

yielded 34.3 bushels of corn and 2,837 pounds of cured stalks, blades and 
‘shucks (“stover”), of the aggregate value of $26.69, a gain over the first 
| =e of $9.59 and over the second method of $6.03. 

There was no difference between the corn from the different plots, all 
being equally sound and dry. As to palatableness, the experience of the of- 
ficers in charge of the Georgia Experiment station for the last fifteen years 
is altogether favorable and satisfactory. 

When properly cured and shredded the stover is not only relished by 
cattle and work animals, serving perfeetly as a substitute for ordinary hay, 
but it it a great deal cheaper than either home-raised or shipped hay. Chem- 
ical analysis, as well as practical feeding tests, show that shredded stover is 
i little, if not at all, inferior to timothy hay and other grass hays, while it is 
‘much more nutritious than cotton seed hulls, now so popular throughout the 
‘south. It is admitted that a small percentage of the shredded stover is re- 
| jected by some individual animals, the amount depending directly on the 
' effectiveness of the machine employed in shredding. But if we consider the 
‘total amount of corn stalks that are practically wasted, absorutely lost, so 
'far as food value is concerned, in the south, the truth is little less than 

appalling! On the other hand, if we consider the total that might be added 
to our supply of roughage by curing and shredding the corn stalks, the view 
is encouraging to the future of our live stock industry. 

Note carefully the’ following figures: On the average the amount of 
dry corn stalks, the portion usually left in the field to obstruct and bother 
in the preparation of the land for the next erop ,is about 42 pounds for each 

| bushel of shelled corn. Now the state of Georgia annually produces about 
' 50,000,000 bushels of corn. The dry stalks (not including blades) that bear 
that amount of corn would total twenty-one hundred million (2,100,000,000) 
pounds, or one million and fifty thousand (1,050,000) tons! Just stop and 
think! Isn’t it almost incredible? Allowing each adult cow or steer twenty 
pounds per day, or three and two-third tons a year, it would carry through an 
entire year no less than 287,671 head of cows, or twice as many through 
six months. It is doubtful if Georgia ever had on hand at one time so much - 
home-grown grass hay or corn fodder. The total yield of blade fodder 
from a maximum crop of 50,000,000 bushels of corn would be Dut little more - 
than one-third as much. R. J. REDDING.
